But 
the audience burst out into such incessant peals of lauchier, 
that the Ghost moved off yvithout any ceremony, and Humlet 
scorning to ba outdone in courte-y, immediately followed with 
roars of applause. The poor woman stood astonished which served 
only to increase the mirth of the audience,

A Dear Fiddle.—\(r. Fraenzel, concert master of the grand 
Ducal Cuapel, at Manheim, ioBaden, and one of the first violin 
players of Germany, has just bought, at the enormous price of 
30,000 florins, (£2,400.) a violia of the make of Jacob Steiner. 
This instrumeut, remarkable for the sweetness of its tones, and 
perhaps the only one still remaining of the celebrated maker, 
was made in 1615, for Count Trautmansdorf, first equerry of 
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Charlies the Sixth, Emperor of Germany, and upon the following 
conditions: the purcheser paid down 86 Louis d’or, to Steiner, 
and then further bound himeelf, first to give Steiner a good cinner 
daily, second to pay him a pension of six florins a mouth, which 
ip case of the seller’s marrying, was to be replaced by a tupply 
of three bures, and a dozen baykeis of fruit weekly, and lastly to 
supp'y the same quantity of fruit to the old nurse of Sieiner, our- 
ing her life, The Count died in 1631, and it is calculated that 
at his decease, when the contract ceased, the violin cost 9000 
fioria-, (£720.)
